Washington Report 


Last month I was happy to have 
the opportunity to be in Mis­ 
souri again and it was my great 
privilege to address an exception­ 
ally large gathering of loyal Dem­ 
ocrats at our annual Jackson Day 
dinner at Springfield. It was also 
a great pleasure to attend the 
breakfast given for me by the 
Young Democrats of Missouri.

the office of the Attorney General 
felt were not patriotic or desira­ 
ble. Henceforth, the loyalty of 
prospective inductees will be in­ 
vestigated prior to their induc­ 
tion. If it is found that their ser­ 
vice in the. Armed Forces would 
constitute a threat to our national 
security, they will not be inducted. 
If they are found to be loyal they 
w ill 
be taken into the service 
with the full rights and privil­ 
eges of American citizens, includ­ 
ing the tight to a discharge based 
oil the character of service ren­ 
dered to our contrary. The honor 
of serving under our flag is re­ 
served exclusively to loyal Amer­ 
icans, and communists and sub­ 
versives will continue, by Act of 
Congress, to be excluded from the 
armed services. I welcome this 
new directive as a first step in re­ 
storing a rational policy insuring 
every individual the rights guar­ 
antee to him by the Constitution. 


It 
is gratifying that the President 
and Secretary of State, at long 
last, recognize their responsibil­ 
ity to "wake up to the need of 
long term planning.”

MR. DULLES’ PETARD 
Our Secretary 
of State under­ 
takes what is for him a strange ex­ 
ercise 
indeed when he attempts 
to blow his own horn. Even with 
the 
assistance 
of 
Mr. 
Henry 
Lucis p r o f e s s i o n a 1 s. the out­ 
come. 
as 
presented 
recently 
in 
Life magazine is something less 
than symphonic. 
At another time, s a y a year ago. 
Life's story of “How Dulles A- 
verted War” , evplaning the devt- 
erity with which “three times . . . 
he 
brought 
US back 
from 
the 
brink,” would probably have ro­ 
sed little comment. Bus in this 
election year, with the Democrats 
itching for an issue not too di­ 
rectly involving an ailing Presi­ 
dent. the Dulles “brink of war” 
statements 
seem 
to 
have 
tilled 
the aching void. 
“You have to take chances for 
peace just as you must take chan­ 
ces in war.” says the Secretary in 
his most provocative quote. “Some 
say that vve were brought to the 
verge of war. (if course vve were 
brought to the verge of war. The 
ability to get to the verge w ith­ 
out getting into the war is the 
necessary art. If you can not mas­ 
ter 
it, 
you 
inevitably 
get 
into 
war. If you try to run away from 
it, if you are scared to go to the 
brink, you are lost. We’ve had 
to look it square in ihe face—on 
the question of enlarging the Ko­ 
rean war. on the question of get­ 
ting into the Indochina war. on the 
question of Formosa. We walked 
to the brink and vve looked it in 
the face. We took strong action. 
In a press conference given over 
largely to explaining the “brink” 
article. Mr Dulles said that at 1hc 
time of his interview with the 
writer he was not aware that he 
would be quoted directly, but that 
he had no reason to question the 
quotations “from the standpoint 
of their broad substance”. Ques­ 
tioned on the specific sentence: 
“The ability to get to the verge 
without getting into the war is 
the necessary art". Mr. Dulles said 
“ I would never myself have e x ­ 
pressed myself in quite that way 
for publication.” Twice, the Sec­ 
retary said he would not “discuss 
the views of the author”. In his 
formal statement read to the press 
conference, the Secretary admit­ 
ted he had not read the article 
prior to publication. 
Thus it may not be Mr. Dulles

if

impression of a slightly Quixotic 
foreign 
policy 
or 
treats 
Korea. 
Indochina and the protection of
